The SSO was estimated to be in excess of 100,000 gallons of sewage entering Salado 
Creek, Segment 19·1 0. The discharge was unknown as of the date of the investigation. On 
January 7, 2015, the final total volume of the SSO was estimated to be 267,850 gallons of 
sewage. 

Recommended Corrective Action: SAWS entered into a Consent Decree, CA No. 
5:13-cv-00666-DAE, with the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) effective 
October 15, 2013. This violation is being addressed in accordance with the consent decree. 

Resolution: This violation has been resolved as an Area of Concern based on subsequent 
corrective action and documentation received by the TCEQ.
